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UC, CSU campuses respond 
to potential bomb threats

One University of California 
and three Cal State University 
campuses have responded to po- 
tential bomb threats since Thurs- 
day. 

Both Cal State Los Angeles and 
University of California, Berke- 
ley received bomb threats Thurs- 


day, while police on the Cal State 
Dominguez Hills and Northridge 
campuses responded to suspicious 
packages Thursday and Friday, re- 


’ spectively. 


Around 11 a.m. Thursday, the 
El Monte Police Department re- 
ceived two calls claiming that 
bombs were placed at CSULA and 
UC Berkeley, according to Lt. Dan 
Burlingham of the EMPD.

SRWC hosts beginners’ triathlon, 
awards 3G Bike to first place winner

Cal State Long Beach students got 
a taste of what a triathlon might feel 
like on Friday without having to pull 
through the traditional distances of a 
mile-long swim, six-mile run and 24- 
mile bike ride. 

Thirty-five students participated 
in the Student Recreation and Well- 
ness Center’s first triathlon, taking 
on the challenge of running two 
miles on a treadmill, biking five 
miles on recumbent bikes and swim- 
ming two laps in the SRWC pool. 
The event was organized by SRWC 
fitness coordinator Maureen Mac- 
Rae, who said that she wanted to cre- 
ate an innovative event for students 
that would also introduce them to 
triathlons. 

“I wanted to create something in- 
side our facility at a beginner level so 
that people aren’t intimidated,’ Mac- 
Rae said. “It’s a good start, and the 
increments are small enough for every- 


body, and it’s fun.” 

The first place winner, senior in- 
dustrial design major John Scott Lee, 
completed the triathlon in 30 minutes 
and six seconds. Lee said he had 
wanted to beat a time he had set for 
himself after training for duathlons, 
or a race that con-

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organization in 2008 and later cre- 
ated Living Long Beach to promote 
local, small businesses and events. 

The shirt was conceptualized and 
designed in less than one day, Jones 
said. All proceeds from the shirt sales 
will go towards those most affected 
by the Boston Marathon explosions. 

On April 15, two bombs exploded 
at the finish line of the 117th Boston 
Marathon. Three people died, and 
more than 170 were reported as in- 
jured, according to CNN. 

Cal State Long Beach sports man- 
agement graduate student Gisele 
Schaaf participated in the marathon 
but finished the race hours before the 
bombs detonated. 

Schaaf ran the marathon with the 
Long Beach running club, A Run- 
ning Experience Club. All members 
from the club returned home safely, 
Schaaf said. - 

“I was grateful that I wasn’t af- 
fected [and] that none of my friends 
were affected,” she said. “I was able 
to get out safely.” 

After experiencing emotional and 
physical exhaustion from the Boston 
tragedy, Schaaf said she would be 
more than happy to support Boston 
in any way possible. 

“This is only going to make us 
stronger, for whoever did it to think 
that this would affect us, we are not 
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‘going to let this’ get us“down,” she 
said. “We are stronger than this. We 
are not bowing down to cowards.” 

A team of police and federal 
agents issued a manhunt on Thursday 
and sought two suspects captured in 
a surveillance video from the Boston 
Marathon, according to CNN. Im- 
ages of the two suspects, who were 
later identified as brothers Tamerlan 
and Dzhokar Tsarnae, surfaced on 
Thursday. 

Tamerlan Tsarnae was pronounced 
dead after a shoot-out with police and 
taken to the hospital on Friday, and his 
brother Dzhokar Tsarnae was found 
severely injured on a boat in Water- 
town, Mass. later that day, according 
to CNN. Dzhokar Tsarnae remains in 
critical condition from being shot in 
the throat, according to Reuters. He is 
unable to speak at this time. 

The “Long Beach <3 B” T-shirts 
cost $20 to $25 and all proceeds will 
go towards One Fund Boston, found- 
ed by Massachusetts Gov. Deval Pat- 
rick and Boston Mayor Tom Menino, 
Jones said. 

“Tragedies tend to bring people 
together,” she said. “I hope that our 
small community effort can play a 
role in Boston feeling loved and sup- 
ported on a national level. It always 
feels right to try to help others, so we 
hope to continue to love people both 
locally and. globally and hope it can 
bring justice where people can’t.”

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CSU to blow out cigarettes on campuses

Cal State University Chancellor 
Timothy P. White plans to implement 
a system-wide smoking ban, which 
would prohibit smoking throughout the 
23-campus system by the end of 2013. 

In February, the chancellor respond- 
ed to a resolution from the CSU Aca- 
demic Senate to ban the use and sale 
of tobacco products and initiate smok- 
ing cessation programs, according to a 
letter written by CSU Associate Vice 
Chancellor Ronald E. Vogel. 

White will create a special task- 
force to put together a plan on how to 
ban smoking and the sale of tobacco 


on campuses and report by the end of 
this year, according to CSU Spokesman 
Erik Fallis. 

The Academic Senate approved its 
resolution on the executive order ban- 
ning sale and distribution of tobacco 
products across CSU campuses in 
January. It requested that White take 
the necessary steps to modify CSU 
system policy to create a smoke-free 
university system, according to the 
resolution. 

Cal State Fullerton has already taken 
action against tobacco use and will be 
the first CSU to ban smoking on its 
campus with the policy taking effect on 
August 1. The University of California 
also announced that all UC campuses 
will be smoke-free by 2014. 

“The [UC] serves as a model for the 
elimination of tobacco products, and 


the CSU will utilize their approach and 
modify processes as necessary,” ac- 
cording to Vogel’s letter. 

The 2013 Associated Students Inc. 
ballot at Cal State Long Beach included 
a referendum that asked the student 
body if a smoke-free policy should be 
enforced on campus. The referendum 
passed with 64 percent of the student 
vote; however, President F. King Al- 
exander will have the final word on a 
campus-wide smoke-free policy for 
CSULB. 

ASI President John Haberstroh said 
that it makes sense that the chancellor 
would try to implement the same thing 
in the CSU. 

Even though tobacco products are 
currently sold at the Bookstore Con- 
venience Store on campus, CSULB’s 
smoking policy complies with Cali- 


fornia law. Smokers must be 20 feet 
away from a public building’s en- 
trance or window as well as public 
entryways, according to the Califor- 
nia Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy’s website. 

Junior psychology major Amanda 
Atkin said she would prefer that people 
didn’t smoke on campus. 

“Outside of the library is the worst 
because it’s a huge designated smoking 
area,” she said. “A lot of people have 
to walk by there to get to class. I feel 
like I can’t breathe if I don’t hold in my 
breath because I have asthma.” 

However, not all students said they 
would agree with a smoking ban. 

“Cigarette smoke really 
bother me,” Jessica Olave, junior soci- 
ology and international studies major, 
said. “You can’t smoke in restaurants 
and other public offices, so it’s all rela- 
tive, but people should have their own 
rights to smoke. There are too many

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the bombs would detonate within two 
hours, Burlingham said. 

The EMPD notified the universities, 
and CSULA administration and police 
quickly decided to evacuate the campus 
and cancel classes for the day, according 
to CSULA Spokesman Paul Browning. 

“Tt was actually just a really well orga- 
nized evacuation,” Browning said. “[Stu- 
dents and faculty] all left fairly quickly.” 

During and after the evacuation, a 
bomb squad from the Los Angeles Po- 
lice Department swept the CSULA cam- 
pus, searching for the bombs, according 
to Browning. UC Berkeley police also 
searched their campus, though they 


chose not to evacuate students and fac- 
ulty, according to Lt. Marc Decoulode of 
the UC Berkeley Police Department. 

“We evaluated the credibility of the 
threat,” Decoulode said, “and it didn’t 
have any real specific information or 
detailed information.” 

Decoulode said UC Berkeley police 
searched some high-profile buildings and 
areas on campus for any bombs. Officers 
at neither university located anything. 

CSULA was cleared at 9 p.m. 
Thursday, and classes resumed the 
next day, Browning said. 

However, Burlingham said Friday 
that the LAPD is further investigating 
the two calls EMPD received, both of 
which came from payphones. 

Burlingham said the caller was male, 
but EMPD police did not locate any sus- 


pects near the payphones after the calls. 
Also on Thursday, CSUDH campus 
police investigated a “suspicious pack- 
age” left in an isolated spot in the Uni- 
versity Library, according to Lt. David 
Hall of the CSUDH Police Department. 
Hall said the package was an expensive, 
large briefcase with combination locks. 
Hall said because officers could not 
locate the briefcase’s owner, CSUDH 
police chose to evacuate the library 
and bring in a bomb squad from the 
LA County Sheriff’s Department. 
Hall said CSUDH finds abandoned 
property often on the campus, but 
some qualities of the briefcase gave 
police reason to exercise caution. 
“The nature of this particular item 
and its location and its appearance 
pushed over the threat assessment 


to abundance of caution,” Hall said. 
“This one stood out by its location 
and appearance and the fact that we 
couldn’t locate the person it belonged 
to for a significant amount of time.” 

However, upon _ investigation, 
CSUDH campus police and the bomb 
squad found that the briefcase con- 
tained only student materials, includ- 
ing books and a laptop, Hall said. 

On Friday, campus police at CSUN 
also investigated a suspicious package 
on campus, a box left in an outside eat- 
ing area, according to CSUN Police 
Department Public Information Of- 
ficer Christina Villalobos. CSUN po- 
lice investigated the box but found no 
threats, Villalobos said. 

Assistant Diversions Editor Dani- 
elle Carson contributed to this report. 
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Cababa, community organizer for the 

Long Beach Coalition for Good Jobs 

and a Healthy Community, said. 
Cababa said she hoped being at the 
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Green Prix would help bring more aware- 
ness of the poverty level in Long Beach. 
One highlight of the event was the 
“Farm to Table” dinner, which was 
prepared by green chefs Paul and Dana 
Buchanan of Primal Alchemy. Some of 
the dishes included black cod with red 
rice, grilled veggies and pork belly. 


Nearly 80 people bought tickets to the 
dinner prior to the start of the event. 

Ursua said she hoped the Green Prix 
would help to re-energize this area of 
Downtown Long Beach and bring in 
new businesses. 

“Tn the future, we’re hoping to apply 
for a grant that will allow the homeless

or underprivileged to sit and eat with 
us for free,’ Ursua said. “Next year, 
we’re hoping to get a permit to close 
these two blocks of Pine Avenue.” 

Ursua said she believes that next 
year, the Green Prix will feature 
electric cars, hybrid fuel vehicles and 
healthier food trucks. 
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Boston bombing is an eye-opening tragedy 


Through the resilience of the 
Boston Police Department and 
the FBI over the weekend, the 
suspected men behind last week’s 
Boston Marathon bombings were 
tracked down and caught. 

What unfolded on Friday was 
similar to what you would see 
in a movie. A high-speed chase, 
bombings, shoot-outs and a final 
standoff. 

At the end of the day Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev, 19, was taken into custo- 
dy, and his older brother, Tamerlan 
Tsarnaev, 26, died from a firefight 
the two brothers had with police. 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev is recovering 
in a Boston hospital and awaiting 
questioning and a hearing. 

While little is still known about 
the mo- 
tivation

Whoever these men are, their 
actions have created a frightening 
reality for U.S. citizens to live in:

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Rush’s Rock and Roll Hall of Fame induction is well past due 


It’s about time, Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. 

After being eligible for induction since 1998, 
Canadian rock band Rush joined Randy New- 
man, Quincy Jones, Heart and others as the 2013 
inductees into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. 

Though their influence on rock music may not 
be as evident as bands like The Beatles or The. 
Rolling Stones, Rush may very well be the most 
important of the Hall of Fame’s 279 members. 

Despite impressive record sales of more than 40 
million, Rush has been dubbed as the world’s most 
popular “cult” band of all time by its fans, leading 
many to question why a band of Rush’s caliber has 
only recently been accepted by the public. 

Since the modern lineup of Geddy Lee, Alex 
Lifeson and Neil Peart formed in 1974, members 


of the press have continuously demonized Rush. 

Comparing lead singer and bass player Lee’s 
high voice to a squirrel being chased by a blow- 
torch and naming drummer Peart the second 
worst lyricist of all time are but a few complaints 
that have been directed at Rush. 

Through all the criticism, 
Rush persisted by making 
innovative records, releasing 
several albums before breaking 
through with 1976’s “2112” and 1981’s “Moving 
Pictures,” featuring iconic hits like “Tom Saw- 
yer,” “Y YZ” and “Red Barchetta.” 

Despite having “Moving Pictures” go four- 
times platinum in the U.S., Rush continued to 
face its naysayers.

Instead of identifying itself to one particular 
scene like new wave or hard rock, Rush continued 


to adapt its sound and released the ultimate fusion of 


guitars and keyboards in 1985’s “Power Windows.” 

For the next two and half decades, Rush changed 
its sound, moving away from synths and into the 
upper echelons of hard rock. 

Though it’s difficult to point 
to the exact moment when Rush 
became popular, many fans 
cite the band’s 2007 appearance on “The Colbert 
Report” as a turning point. 

Their appearance on Stephen Colbert’s show, as 
well as being the subjects of a 2010 documentary 
called “Rush: Beyond The Lighted Stage,” helped 
elevate the band into the public’s consciousness. 


It hasn’t always been cool to like Rush, espe- 
cially when the band wore silk kimonos in the 
past. 

After nearly 40 years of evolving musically 
and never conforming to the status quo, Rush is 
the perfect embodiment of what rock music is 
about. 

Ignoring the critics for their entire career, Rush 
continues to make music that inspires generations 
and artists like Dave Grohl of the Foo Fighters 
and Billy Corgan of the Smashing Pumpkins. 

Breaking all the rules, sticking it to the man 
and remaining true to themselves through it all, 
Rush is more than just a band — it’s an legacy.

As the sun was beginning to rise over Downtown 
Long Beach on Saturday, a strange sight appeared. 

While the streets were quiet and empty, hundreds of 
vinyl record enthusiasts, sporting warm blankets and 
hot coffee, lined up outside of Fingerprints for the sixth 
annual Record Store Day (RSD). 

Some fans, like Amanda Moreno, started waiting out- 
side of Fingerprints on Friday night. 

“J got here around 11 p.m.,” Moreno said. “I met some 
cool people. It gets a little cold.” 


When the store lit up and the doors opened at 6 a.m., 
the most loyal of the early birds scurried inside to snatch 
up stacks of their favorite records. 

While the shoppers were frantic to find their favorite 
titles, they were nevertheless cordial and conversational 
with other customers as they pardoned and shimmied 
their way around the store. 

RSD veteran Craig Swedin battled the large crowd in- 
side Fingerprints to get the records he wanted. 

“This is my fifth RSD,” Swedin said. 

Carrying a highlighted list of the RSD releases, 
Swedin said he was able to get most of the records he 
was looking for. 

Fingers walking over the edges of the plastic-wrapped 
records, vinyl fanatics searched for the most recent White 
Stripes album, and the luckiest of the bunch scored a Best 
Coast album, for which the first 30 from the door received 
a ticket for the concert later in the day. 

“A lot of people talk about the sound [of vinyl],” Ar- 
istotle Acevedo, a vinyl collector, said. “But I just like 
having it in my hands.” 

Acevedo, although from Alhambra, preferred Fin- 


gerprints over Amoeba records in Hollywood because 
Amoeba gets overcrowded and has less of a selection. 

“Every year we’re growing,” Meagan Blome, a Fin- 
gerprints employee, said. “People are coming a little 
earlier, lines are getting longer, and more people are 
coming from out of town.” 

Blome said that RSD has helped Fingerprints’ reputa- 
tion grow, as well as keep independent record stores in 
business. 

When 1 p.m. rolled around, the line grew as fans clad 
in tie-dye, floral clothing and big sunglasses were get- 
ting hyped for Best Coast’s spunky surf-rock perfor- 
mance. 

“This is such a good show!” yelled a fan from the 
crowd as others, swaying and bouncing, confessed their 
love for Bethany Cosentino, the lead singer. 

The fans didn’t leave, nor did their smiles, until after 
Jimmy Eat World performed at 4 p.m.

Vampire Weekend treats SoCal 


fans to unreleased music 


The band had a late start but 
made up for it with a great 
performance.

It’s always a tricky situation when bands play 
new, unreleased material at a concert. On the one 
hand, people come to hear the songs they know, and 
on the other hand, people go see a live show to ex- 
perience something different from the recordings 
they already own. Luckily, last Thursday at the Fox 
Theater in Pomona, Vampire Weekend was able to 
flawlessly weave new tracks in with their memo- 
rable favorites. 

Vampire Weekend’s opening act, Tanlines, didn’t 
hit the stage until around 8:45 p.m. The synth-pop 
duo’s sense of humor and loud indie dance beats 
kept the crowd entertained while they waited for 
the main event. 

Unfortunately, after Tanlines left the stage, 
another agonizing half hour went by before Vam- 
pire Weekend finally made their appearance at 
10 p.m. Few bands could make an audience wait 
that long and still stay in its good graces, but as 
soon as Ezra Koenig, Rostam Batmanglij, Chris 
Tomson and Chris Baio launched into the high- 
speed guitar riff of their 2010 hit, “Cousins,” all 
was forgiven. 

Lead singer Koenig’s unique vocal style sounds 


almost better live than on the albums, and the 
sound was mixed perfectly so you could hear his 
every word, even over the roar of the crowd and 
the instruments. This is important at a Vampire 
Weekend show because half of the joy of their mu- 
sic comes from the wit and wordplay of their lyrics 


juxtaposed with the African-inspired drum beats 


and energy of the guitars. 

The set-list weaved new songs from their up- 
coming album “Modern Vampires of the City” 
with tracks from their self-titled debut and their 
2010 follow-up, “Contra.” The new songs “Diane 
Young” and “Unbelievers” show signs of their 
growth since the release of their first two albums. 
The preppy upbeat pace of their first album is still 
there, but there is a darker maturity and complex- 
ity to the tracks that the band has gained over the 
years. The crowd seemed to love the new tracks, 
even though they didn’t know every lyric by heart 
like they did with the others. 

The Fox Theater is an interesting venue for mu- 
sic because in contrast to the traditional pit section 
on the floor level, the balcony tickets came with ac- 
tual seats. If you are someone who has trouble see- 
ing over the tall people in the crowd at concerts, the 
balcony seats might be a better more comfortable 
and cheaper option. 

Vampire Weekend puts on a fairly short but sat- 
isfying performance. The length of the concert is 
most likely due to the fact that they only have two 
albums out and their songs rarely go over three 
minutes. However, in the short time they were on 
stage, they were able to capture the upbeat energy 
of their albums, and everyone left impressed. Once 
“Modern Vampires of the City” is released on May 
14, the band will surely be able to add another half 
hour of fan favorites to their show.

Long Beach State defeats Stanford, earns semifinal berth 


The 49ers sweep the 
Cardinal in the open- 
ing round of the MPSF 
tournament.

The second-ranked Long Beach 
State men’s volleyball team decisively 
defeated a talented sixth-ranked Stan- 
ford team in the quarterfinals of the 
Mountain Pacific Sports Federation 
tournament. 

Head coach Alan Knipe and the 
49ers threw an array of different looks 
at the Cardinal all night, as the rotation 
saw plenty of fresh faces in the 25-21, 
25-17 and 30-28 victory Saturday at 
the Walter Pyramid. 

“We were using everything we had 
to try to win the match,” Knipe said. 

Whether it was Jeff Ornee’s size, 
Ryan Windisch’s serves or Dan Glam- 
ack’s blocking presence, the ‘Nin- 
ers had plenty of ways to attack and 
quickly found themselves up two sets 
to none on the Cardinal after winning 
set one 25-21 and set two 25-17. 

“You go the whole year trying to 
find guys who have strengths, and if 
you get to the playoffs, you want to 
try to use every strength you possibly 
have,” Knipe said. 

The final set of the night brought 
forth the playoff feel everyone had 
been anticipating. 

LBSU (23-7, 19-6 MPSF) jumped 
out to an early 2-0 lead after freshman 
Taylor Gregory rejected a hard swing 
from a Cardinal hitter for one of his 
team-high five blocks. 

Stanford (15-13, 12-13 MPSF) an- 
swered back with some momentum- 
swinging points of its own, primarily 
from outside hitters Brian Cook and 
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Colten Echave (15) goes for a kill through the Cardinal defense. 


Steven Irvin, who led the Cardinal at- 
tack and combined for 31 kills on the 
night. 

Midway through the set, Stanford 
was able to go on a 9-5 run that tied the 
match at 17. 

LBSU junior Ian Satterfield then got 
into rhythm and helped to fend off a 
surging Cardinal squad. He hit seven 
of his 12 kills in the third set alone 
and had a crucial ace that put LBSU 
up 21-17. 


However, Stanford showed resil- © 


ience and battled its way back, eventu- 
ally earning a chance at set point after 
a Cook kill made it 24-23. 


Then came an answer from the 
49ers, who probed the hot-handed Sat- 
terfield for a hit that resulted in a 24- 
24 score and forced the set into extra 
points. 

After going back and forth with the 
set and match point, LBSU received a 
final nudge after,a hit by junior Dalton 
Ammerman resulted in a too-many- 
touches call on Stanford. 

With the score 29-28 in favor of 
LBSU, the “Niners were able to capital- 
ize on the next point with a strong block 
by Gregory and Connor Olbright that 
led to a final hit by Stanford sailing out. 

The ‘Niners fists were held high 


as match point was announced, and 
they rejoiced as a team on their MPSF 
semifinal berth. 

Knipe said he was content with what 


~ he saw out of his team’s play through- 


out the night. 

“How we game planned for the 
match played out really well,” he said. 
“T thought our guys executed, and it 
showed in the score.” 

Satterfield led the ‘Niners in kills 


on the night but said he felt it was the ~ 


all-around team effort that earned the 
victory. 

“It’s not always about one person; 
we play as a team and get our energy 
from our execution,” Satterfield said. 

On the same night, second-ranked 
UC Irvine dispatched UC Santa Bar- 
bara in four games at Bren Events 
Center. 

UCI and LBSU will now travel to 
Provo, Utah to face off against each 
other in what has the makings of a clas- 
sic showdown between MPSF rivals. 

“For us, we’ve had some close 
matches with Irvine, so we know it’s 
going to be a tough match,” Knipe said. 

The 49ers are 0-3 against UCI this 
season, but in postseason play with a 
national title waiting in the wings, all 
bets are off. . 

For Knipe it’s a matter of minimiz- 
ing mistakes on his own team’s side of 
the net. 

“We're playing pretty well right 
now, but the most important thing that 


_we can do is keep our overall errors 


down,” Knipe said. 

Junior Taylor Crabb expressed ex- 
citement about reaching the semifinals 
of the MPSF but said he knows there’s 
unfinished business to attend to. 

“We got to this point my freshman 
year, but I really want to get past this 
next part and advance to the finals of 
the MPSF tournament,” he said. 

Crabb and the 49ers will have their 
chance on Thursday night when they 
take on UCI at Brigham Young’s 
Smith Fieldhouse.

Men's 
volleyball ts 
making up 
for a tough 

year at LBSU

It’s been a tough year at Long Beach 
State. The athletic success of 2011-12 
hasn’t carried over to 2012-13, but the 
expectations have led to disappointing 
finishes in just about every sport. 

The women’s soccer team followed 
up a Big West Conference title and 
elite eight appearance in the NCAA 
tournament with a season in which it 
finished fifth in the Big West despite 
being ranked in the national top 25 
early in the season. 

The women’s volleyball team 
failed to repeat as conference 
champions thanks to a ridiculous 
amount of injuries and the entrance 
of volleyball power Hawaii to the 
Big West. 

The men’s basketball team couldn’t 
play as a team well enough to win 
three games in a row and fell to UC 
Irvine in the semifinals of the Big West 
tournament. It then went on to lose by 
46 points in the National Invitational 
Tournament. ; 

That being said, there have been 
bright spots. 

The men’s water polo team made 
the Mountain Pacific Sports Federa- 
tion tournament for the first time since 
2008, and the women’s. water polo 
team tied the LBSU school record for 
wins with a Big West tournament still 
to play. 

The brightest spot of all, however, 
has been the men’s volleyball team. 

The 49ers, who had their best 
finish in the MPSF in five years, are 
ranked as the second-best team in the 
country by the American Volleyball 
Coaches Association. That’s incred- 
ible, considering what they had to do 
to get there. 

LBSU head coach Alan Knipe 
returned to The Beach this year after 
spending the last four years coaching 
the United States men’s volleyball 
Olympic team. Knipe essentially 
started from scratch this season, 
taking a very talented squad and 
walking it through the fundamentals 
of volleyball before competitive play 
began. 

Things may have started rough 
(the 49ers were swept twice in their 
first four games), but after early- 
season upsets of UCLA and No. 1 
Brigham Young on the road, it was 
clear that LBSU was in for a special 
season. 

Now, more than three months 
since they started the season ranked 
seventh in the country, the “Niners 
have cruised into the semifinals of the 
MPSF tournament. 

That is where the cruise ends, 
though, as LBSU will now take on 
No. 3 UC Irvine at BYU’s Smith 
Fieldhouse. UCI is the only foe that 
the 49ers have not been able to beat 
this year. 

But on a neutral court in the biggest 
game of the year, who knows what 
could happen? Smith Fieldhouse, 
after all, was where LBSU upset the 
nation’s top-ranked team earlier in the 
season.
